Flock’s funeral home had 
charge of the burial, which took 
place from the Catholic Church 
in Allerston on Thursday. The 
mother of Mrs. Alters was pre¬ 
sent when the end came, and de¬ 
ceased’s father arrived a couple 
of days after. One note of sad¬ 
ness in Ted’s death aside from 
tlie bereavement of family and 
friends, is the fact that his 
father, whom he nad not seen 
for 15 years, planned on coming 
to visit his son and family two 
weeks ago, and storms caused 
a delay, otherwise the father 
would have been here. The sym¬ 
pathy of the town gees out to 
the mother and children and 
family in their bereavement.
